The design of this envelope 
is taken from an inlay in a floor in one of the State Buildings. The other envelope bears 
a picture of John Winthrop, Jr., first Governor of Connecticut and one of the most out- 
standing of its early citizens. He is not much to look at but barbering in those days was 
not so highly developed as it is today.

Imperf. Observations 


T has been our pleasure to partici- 
pate in a cutting party, the pur- 
pose of which was to apply the 
guillotine to quite a large portion 
of an order of more than one hundred 
sheets of the recent Farley Imper- 
forates. As a matter of interest to 
those not in attendance at such a 
party, may we here jot down a few 
observations, made during the pro- 
ceedure about stamps as they are sel- 
dom seen by the average collector. 

As we have known, the center or 
guide lines seen along about half of 
the flat plate straight edges are in- 
tended as a guide, to be used for op- 
erations following the printing, such 
as perforating and the cutting of 
sheets into post-office panes. The im- 
portance of the guide line can be best 
realized when we say that these sheets 
seemed to have been printed with no 
regard to location of the subjects on 
the paper. On one sheet the paper 
had been laid diagonally across the 
plate so that scarcely a quarter-inch 
cleared the edges of the paper; where- 
as, in the opposite direction as much 
as an inch and a half of clear white 
margin was evident. All this is nor- 
mally trimmed before issue, of course. 
But, the old story of paper shrinkage 
from the intaglio process makes us 
wonder if DIAGONAL SHRINKAGE 
may not have some effect on our “cen- 
tering-as-usual”’. 

Compare your Newburg Re-issue 
with your specimens of the original 
issue (Not for color, as ye'}. Some- 
thing is unusual! The paper, is soft, 
without gum. Thus, the perforation 
needles tear the holes, making quite 
a messy appearance. Not nearly so 
presentable as those of the original 
issue where the paper had been hard- 
ened or stiffened by the application of 
the gum before being run through the 
perforating machines. Yes, you must 


have a Newburg to complete your col- 
lection. 


Note also that the Gum-Breaks, 
customary in Rotary Printing are in- 
cluded, without additional charge, on 
the Newburg. I have often wondered 


plied before the gum, rather than 
during the gumming process, as one 
may well suppose.

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shade compares with the original in 
our collection, though a few are fairly 
close. The greater range being in 
those of violet ink, the re-issued hav- 
ing the shade noticeable in recent 
printings of the 8c Stuart. Really a 
better shade to present the subject 
than was used a few months ago. My 
first notice of this particular shade 
was on some sheets of the original 
Wisconsin Issue. 

The Newburg, being of Rotary 
Press Printing is from rolls of paper, 
whereas the Byrd Perforates are from 
sheets. The paper of the flat-plate 
printings has an entirely different 
texture from that used in printing the 
Newburg Rotary. It is more firm, 
harder. Note that the perforations of 
the Byrd are more cleanly cut. An 
interesting study of the paper (re- 
verse side of sheets) can be had by 
comparing the two types as well as to 
schedule the direction of the “grain” 
of each sheet with the format of the 
stamp subject. Do all of your speci- 
mens have the “grain” of the paper 
following the same direction with re- 
gards to the long dimension of the 
subject? If not, much of our off- 
center perforation can be corrected by 
more care in this regard! Remember 
the great difference in the dimensions 
of the two Yorktown plate layouts? 
The explanation then, was shrinkage 
with or across the grain of the paper. 

In cutting up one of the souvenir 
sheets we noticed that in one direc- 
tion, the panes were distinctly out of 
line, there being a “bow” of about 
three-sixteenths of an inch in the top 
line of the panes. Frankly, I cannot 
account for this. It appears as if a 
type-set form were clamped too tight- 
ly at the edges. 

Until another important (?) sub- 
ject of philatelic consideration de- 
velops, much will be said and written 
regarding the imperfs. Shortly some- 
one will decide if the recut cloud 
(21248 L L #8—1I1c Park) has been 
diffused, as I believe. More “Gpeck-

Hunters” will discover more specks, 
and what not. But really, with the 
most excellent work of the Artists and 
the Engravers of the Bureau, could 
not better work be developed, if more 
attention were given to the actual 
printing? 

Surely, the placing of the paper on 
the plate has some importance. Ad- 
mitted, that moist paper shrinks in 
drying, but it will certainly shrink 
more evenly if correctly used. 

But one more observation! Woe is 
me!—The GPM has certainly proven 
himself accommodating (?) in the 
least. But to take the raw edge off 
that one and three quarter million, I 
must at least have one philatelic jest. 
—Hold everything—Why not issue, 
through the Agency, Philatelic Sheets 
of full dimension only, ali future 
issues including the current $1.00 and 
$2.00 flat plate. To be issued only as 
available to the public, with full gum 
and perforated—the only difference 
being in that they would be in full 
dimension presentation sheets, suit- 
able for ranking public officials, their 
friends and a few of us millionaire 
collectors. Really there is no reason 
why not. One could pay a cover 
charge for flat or tube mailing (Book- 
lets 1c, Coils 8c). If the P. O. D. will

The stamp is 84/100 by1-44/100 inches in dimensions, arranged horizon- Farley Re-issue ol. Se 


tally, and is enclosed within a single line border. It will be printed in rich 
lilac. The central design is a reproduction of the old historic Charter Oak. 
Across each end of the stamp are upright panels with light ground and dark 
edges containing the words “Connecticut” at the left and “Tercentenary” 
at the right, arranged vertically in architectural roman lettering. In horizon- 
tal extensions of these panels at the top of the stamp are the dates “1635” 
at the left, and “1935” at the right, in dark figures. The lower edge of the 
top panel curves upward and forms a broad arch over the central design. 

Within irregular shaped panels in each lower corner, with light ground 
and dark edges, is the denomination designation “3c” in dark color. In a 
narrow panel with dark ground, along the lower edge of the stamp are the 
words “United States Postage” in white gothic. Resting on the base panel 
and to the right of the center of the stamp is a narrow light ribbon panel 
containing the words “The Charter Oak,” in dark gothic lettering. 

The Connecticut tercentenary commemorative stamp will be first offered 
for sale at the post office in Hartford, Conn., on April 26, 1985. The new 
stamp will be available for sale at other post offices beginning April 27, or 
as soon thereafter as production will permit. 

For the convenience of collectors, the Connecticut tercentenary stamp will 
be placed on sale at the Philatelic Agency, Post Office Department, on April 
27, 1935, but the Agency will not prepare covers for mailing on that date. 
To insure early delivery, separate mail orders, excluding all other varieties 
of stamp stock, must be sent to the Agency. 

Stamp collectors desiring first-day cancelations at Hartford, Conn., on 
April 26, may send a limited number of addressed covers, not to exceed a total 
of 10, with a cash or postal money order remittance payable to the Post- 
master, Hartford, Conn., covering the value of the stamps required for affix- 
ing. Personal checks and other postage stamps will positively not be accepted 
in payment. Such covers should be forwarded in time to reach Hartford not 
later than April 25. Covers will be accepted from individual subscribers only 
and shall be legibly addressed by typewriter or pen. Compliance cannot be 
made with unusual requests, such as for the affixing of stamps bearing plate 
numbers or the irregular placing of the stamps on the covers, etc. To facili- 
tate handling and to prevent damage in transit, covers should be of the ord- 
inary letter size. 

Requests for a supply of uncanceled Connecticut tercentenary stamps 
must not be included with orders for first-day covers to the Postmaster, 
Hartford. Stamps desired for postage purposes should be purchased at the 
local post office.

Scott’s Nos. 274-5-6, exist, with 
forged overprints and surcharges and 
Gibbon’s Stamp Monthly for Janu- 
ary tells how to distinguish the fakes. 
The genuine surcharges are all in 
bluish black, not always apparent to 
the eye, but easily seen when the 
weaker parts of the surcharge are 
looked at through a strong glass, the 
bluish tinge being then quite appar- 
ent. The forgeries’ ink is dead black. 
In the case of the red brown over- 
print, on the forgeries, it is an or- 
dinary bright red printing ink. The 
figure “1” in “1 SUCRE” has its 
extreme top flattened off in the gen- 
uine, but in the forged it runs to a 
point.

Llandovery Castle 





I just noticed the controversy in 
Linn’s Stamp News regarding the S. 
S. “Llandovery Castle” and I thought 
you might be interested to know that, 
while Mr. Franklin is correct in that 
the original “Llandovery Castle” was 
torpedoed and sunk by a German sub- 
marine during the World War with 
heavy loss of life, the Union Castle 
line have since built a second ship by 
this same name. 

The “Llandovery Castle” is a steel 
twin-screw ship of 10,609 gross tons, 
She was 
built in 1925 by Barclay, Curle and 
Company, Limited, Glasgow, Scot- 
land. Her home port is London, Eng- 
land and she is owned by the Union 
Castle Mail Steamship Company, 
London. The last record I find of her 
sailing was from London on January 
24, 1935, arriving at Mambosa, Africa 
on February 18.

IMPERFORATES POPULAR? 


No question concerning the popu- 
larity of the “special uncut sheets 
need be brought up when a glance is 
given to the official figures of $842,- 
164.91, the amount of money received 
for the purchase of these stamps up 
to and including March 31, 1935.

Was their 
original action sanctioned by the 
Clubs? And if so, why the need for 
this ex post facto approval? 


HARTFORD — APRIL 26 


Although many rumors have been 
spread about the place of issue of 
the Connecticut Tercentenary stamp, 
the official Post Office release remains 
unchanged, “Hartford, exclusively on 
April 26.” Apparently the Washing- 
ton only propaganda is not function- 
ing as well as its instigators planned. 
Those Washington collectors (and 
they still remain a majority) whose 
eyes are not befogged with the im- 
portance of Washington as compared 
with any other section of the country, 
are well satisfied to have Hartford 
enjoy the exclusive privilege of in- 
augurating its own stamp.

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Initial printing order for the Con- 
necticut stamp calls for 75 million 
copies. Although the plates are not 
yet ready, it seems likely that this 
stamp will be printed on the rotary 
presses. The Superintendent of the 
Division of Stamps had hoped to offer 
collectors something particularly 
choice in this issue by having the 
stamps printed for perforation on the 
“electric eye” machine. This plan had 
to be dropped because of lack of fa- 
cilities at the Bureau for handling 
such a large order on the single ex- 
perimental machine now in operation. 

Arrangements have been made for 
the group of philatelic writers in the 
city to have a personally conducted 
trip to the locked room to see this 
revolutionary machine in action. The 
Director of the Bureau has signified 
a willingness to allow this inspection 
and we hope to have our own person- 
al report from the eye view for next 
issue. 


MORE NEW STAMPS 


The Collectors in Washington seem 
not at all enthusiastic concerning 
some of the proposed new stamp 
issues. Only one of the list submit- 
ted by the Federation questionnaire 
made the grade, and this by a major- 
ity of little more than half the mem- 
bers voting at the two largest clubs 
in Washington. This was the stamp 
proposed in honor of “Scouting”. All 
the other proposals fell by the way- 
side, the Barry idea receiving the 
worst jolt. In the Collectors Club, 
only one or two votes were mustered 
in its favor, while the Washington 
Philatelic Society turned thumbs down 
unanimously. 

A stamp in honor of the California- 
Pacific international Exposition open- 
ing in San Diego on May 29, seems a 
logical conclusion. Money was appro- 
priated for this affair by the Con- 
gress, and a desire to attend was 
signified by the President. Although 
little publicity *has been given this 
western event, in the East, we under- 
stand the Californians are planning 
an Exposition comparable in every 
way with the recent affair in Chicago. 


LITTLE AMERICA 


The Postmaster of “Little America, 
Antarctica” received a royal welcome 
upon the occasion of his return to 
Washington, Wednesday morning, 
April 3. This postoffice can now be 
added to the list of discontinued of- 
fices, since Mr. Anderson has official- 
ly reported back to Washington. 


CATALOGUE ILLUSTRATIONS 


Have you written your letter to 
your Representative in Congress and 
to your Senator recommending H. R. 
1411? A great many readers have 
been responding to our suggestion, as 
Congressmen are receiving letters 
daily concerning the liberalization of 
the law forbidding illustration of 
United States postage stamps. Keep 
the letters going, and help bring about 
this service to collectors. Among the 
people in Washington who are taking 
an active part in helping bring this 











about, Mr. William M. Stuart, Stamp 
Editor of the Washington Post, is 
probably the leader. Already Chair- 
man of the Committee appointed by 
the Society of Philatelic Americans 
to work on this plan, his name was 
added recently to the Committee sery- 
ing for the American Philatelic So- 
ciety. Carter Glass, Jr., Chairman 
of the APS Committee, is also an 
active member of the other Commit- 
tee. Two such leaders, serving joint- 
ly on the two respective committees, 
will certainly produce results if the 
rest of us get behind them with let- 
ters to our Congressmen.

One of our readers, Mr. F. Ellis, 
has noticed two different spacings on 
blocks of No. 577, the 2c imperforate 
1922, which he has. These wide spac- 
ing varieties also occur on the 8-11- 
12-13-15 and 20c stamps of the same 
1922 flat plate issue. They are the 
result of some experimental work at 
the Bureau which was carried on in 
an effort to produce better stamps. 
The special plates from which these 
stamps were printed all bear identify- 
ing stars on the margin next to one 
of the plate numbers. Space pro- 
hibits our going into detail concerning 
the various varieties and positions 
of the stars. However, as they are 
quite scarce, collectors should be on 
the watch for them. 





Joseph Stefaniak has shown us 
some interesting varieties on the 2c 
1895, No. 267. As these are used 
single copies the plate number and 
position is, of course, unknown. One 
shows a nice double transfer in the 
P&O of “Postage” while the other 
shows a remarkably clear doubling of 
practically the whole bottom half of 
the stamp. In addition, he has two 
copies, of the same stamp showing 
missing lines in the upper right tri- 
angles. These varieties always add in- 
terest to a collection and may often 
be found in looking over lots of du- 
plicates of cheap stamps if you have 
patience enough. 


Mrs. E. A. Ashley has a series of 
questions. One concerning Parcel Post 
stamps may be answered as follows:— 
The United States issued a series of 
stamps for Parcel Post use in 1912. 
However, the value of having stamps 
for this special purpose was soon 
found to be negligible so the issue 
was discontinued after a short pe- 
riod. While still issued by some for- 
eign countries they are slowly passing 
into the discard. 

Another question concerns Private 
Proprietary stamps. These were is- 
sued in the United States during the 
period from 1862 to 1900. These 
stamps were used to pay the internal 
revenue tax on various patent medi- 
cines, perfumery and matches while, 
at the same time, serving to advertise 
the brand name of the product as they 
bore the name of the producer, as well 
as the internal revenue inscription. 
These stamps are usually referred to 
as Match & Medicine stamps and form 
a very colorful lot as they come in a 
variety of sizes and colors. In 1900 


their use was abandoned for the uni-

POOR AGENCY In the past three 
SERVICE weeks we have seen 

reports and com- 
ments on the condition and quality 
of the imperforate stamps that have 


been supplied by the Philatelic 
Agency. It has been said that many 
of the stamps sent out from the 


agency are poorly cut, that frequently 
the stamps are actually cut into and 
thus ruined for collectors. 

We now have before us a letter 
from a reader in Brooklyn, N. Y., Mrs. 
Nathalie M. Bennett who was visiting 
in Washington and who went person- 
ally to the Agency where she pur- 
chased two sets of blocks of Mr. 
Farley’s Favor Stamps. 

Mrs. Bennett states that she paid 
for the stamps, was handed two enve- 
lopes, each containing a set of the 
blocks and that she took them home 
with her before looking at them. She 
says, “I found them in miserable 
shape, many unfit for collectors pieces.

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Several were so unevenly cut that 
they had no margins on one side, were 
cut way down into the color. This 
was so in both sets. The block of 
four of the Byrd Perforated stamps 
had been cut instead of torn on the 
perforations, one side being damaged 
(see stamp on cover of this letter). 
Isn’t it bad enough that collectors 
have to buy these issues without add- 
ding to our troubles by handing out 
a lot of damaged stamps?” 

There is the story, the cover con- 
taining her letter bears a 3c Byrd 
Perf. and the perforations are actually 
cut away for a full half inch along 
one top side of the stamp. 

We understand that the blocks 
served at the Agency as well as those 
supplied on first day covers from 
the Postoffice at Washington were cut 
on a paper cutter in piles and if such 
is the case there are doubtless a 
great many of them that are unfit for 
the collector who knows his stamps. 
It is a fact however that there are a 
vast army of collectors who are as yet 
unfamiliar with the fact that stamps 
to be of value must be superb and nat- 
urally a lot of this poorly cut material 
will be accepted without complaint. 

It all goes back again to the fact 
that the people who are at the head 
of the departments who are respons- 
ible for the distribution of this ma- 
terial, lack philatelic training and 
knowledge and as a result the col- 
lector will have to continue to suffer 
and learn to like it. 


THAT BROOKLYN Last week we 
HAPPENING reprinted from 
the New York 


Times, a story about the Brooklyn 
and Long Island Stamp Exhibit held 
the latter part of March. It is beyond 
the understanding of a mere Editor 
of a Stamp Collectors Magazine how 
any man who has been elevated to a 
position such as Postmaster of Brook- 
lyn, could go to the lengths that Mr.

Pon-American Air Mail 
Records 


Spanton sends us a news- 
paper clipping from Buenos Aires, 
giving some interesting data on the 
Pan-American Air Mail Service. On 
February 4, 1929, according to the 
clipping, the first air mail between 
Argentine and the United States was 
inaugurated. During the six years the 
Pan-American Airways have had 82,-

United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


The Columbian Issue 


The Columbian series, our first commemoratives, 
were issued for the first World’s Fair at Chicago. 
They were perf. 12, unwatermarked, and, with the 
exception of the 8c, were issued on Jan. 2, 1893, the 
8c being delayed until March 3d. 

The 1Ic—Columbus in Sight of Land—is from a 
painting by Wm. H. Powell, and shows Columbus 
as smooth shaven. It is recorded in blue, deep blue 
and pale blue, all of equal value, and there are no 
minor varieties known except double transfer and 
stitch watermark, neither being high priced. 449,195,- 
550 were issued. Plates used: J46 to 50, K51 to 55, 
P65 to 69, MM149 to 53, OO159 to 63 and VV194 
to 98. 

The 2c—Landing of Columbus—is from the paint- 
ing by Vanderlyn, now in the Capitol at Washington, 
and shows Columbus with a full beard. It is record- 
ed in violet, deep violet and gray violet. It is known 
unperforated in unused condition. Also with double 
and triple transfers and stitch watermark, only the 
triple transfer being scarce. There is also a well known 
variety where the third figure to the left of Columbus 
has a nick in the brim of his hat, this being progres- 
sive according to the wear of the plate. 1,464,588,750 
stamps were issued from plate F26 to 30, G31 to 35, 
H36 to 40, 141 to 45, O60 to 64, Q70 to 74, U83 
to 87, X94 to 98, GG119 and GG123, all 100 stamps 
to the plate. With 200 stamps to the plate: Al to 5, 
Cll to 15, E21 to 25, T78 to 82, V88 to 92, EE109 
to 113, FF114 to 118, HH124 to 128, JJ134 to 138,

The 4c—Fleet of Columbus—is taken from an old 
engraving. It appears in ultramarine, with deep and 
dull shades, and there is a scarce double transfer. 
Also an error in color, one sheet having been printed 
in a true blue. The Pinta carried a crew of 30 and 
the Nina (Little One) had but 24 in her crew. 
19,181,550 of the stamps were issued, all from plates 
D16 to D20. 

The 5c—Columbus Soliciting Aid from Isabella— 
is from a painting by Brozik which is now in the Met. 
Museum of Art in New York. It is recorded in 
chocolate, dark chocolate; pale brown and yellow

B10. 


The 6c—Columbus Welcomed at Barcelona—is 
from the bronze door by Randolph Rogers which is

It appears in 
dull purple and red violet, with rather common double 
transfers and stitch wmk. 4,707,550 were issued from 
plate Z104. 


The 8c—Columbus Restored to Favor—is from a 
painting by Francisco Jover. It is recorded in magen- 
ta, with light and dark shades, and there is a scarce 
double transfer. 10,656,550 were issued, all from 
plates 11129 to I1133. 

The 10c—Columbus Presenting Natives—is from 
a painting by Luigi Gregori, now at Notre Dame 
Univ. at South Bend, Indiana. It appears in black 
brown, dark brown and gray black, and with rather 
common double transfer and stitch wmk. 16,516,950 
were issued from plates Y99 to Y103. 


The 15c—Columbus Announcing His Discovery— 
is from a painting by R. Baloca which is now in Ma- 
drid. It is recorded in green and dull green, with 
very scarce double transfer and stitch wmk. There 
were but 1,576,950 issued, all from plate M58. 

The 30c—Columbus at La Rabida—from a paint- 
ing by R. Maso, is in orange brown and bright orange 
brown, with a scarce stitch wmk variety. 617,250 
were printed from plate N59. 

The 50c—Recall of Columbus—is from a painting 
by A. G. Heaton which is now in the Capitol. It is 
recorded in slate blue and dull slate blue, with double 
and triple transfers, all very scarce. 243,750 were 
issued, all from plate $77. 

The $1—Isabella Pledging her Jewels—taken from 
a painting by Munos DeGrain, which is now in Ma- 
drid, is recorded in salmon and dark salmon, a scarce 
double transfer being known. There were 55,050 
issued, all from plate W93. 


The $2—Columbus in Chains—taken from a paint- 
ing by K. Leutze which is now in Providence, R. I, 
is in brown red only, with no minor varieties known. 
45,550 issued, all from plate AA105. 

The $3—Columbus Describing his Third Voyage— 
is from the painting by Jover. It appears in yellow 
green, pale yellow green and olive green, with no mi- 
nor varieties known. 27,650 were issued from plate

The $4—Columbus and Isabella—Columbus from 
a painting by Lotto and Isabella from a Madrid pic- 
ture, is recorded in crimson lake and rose carmine, with 
no minor varieties.

The $5—Profile of Columbus—is from a cast owned 
by the Treasury Department from which the Colum- 
bian half dollar was struck. It appears in black and 
grayish black, with no minor varieties.

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The Man Who Made His 
Own Memorial Stamps 


By Supreme Decree of January 23, 
1894, the Peruvian stamps of 1874-80 
were surcharged with the portrait of 
General Remigio Morales Bermudez. 
General Bermudez was president of 
Peru from 1890-94. Around this time 
there was quite a political unrest in 
Peru, and propaganda was needed for 
his re-election as president. Ber- 
mudez ordered stamps overprinted 
with his portrait for just such propa- 
ganda purposes. A portrait was prob- 
pably used instead of an inscription, 
because many Peruvian habitants 
were illiterate. However, President 
Bermudez died March 31, 1894 shortly 
before the end of his term. His death 
of course ended the affair and was 
forgotten about during May, 1894 
when Caceres proclaimed himself 
president and while a civil war broke 
out under Pierola, who became presi- 
dent the following year after Caceres 
retired. 

Inasmuch as Peruvian decrees have 
no retroactive nature, the stamps still 
had to be issued, whether the Presi- 
dent was dead or not. They were 
placed on sale Oct. 23, 1894, exactly 
nine months after the stamps were 
ordered overprinted, and seven months 
after his death. The stamps now 
acted as memorials, although origin- 
ally meant for propaganda.  Ber- 
mudez unwittingly planned his phila- 
telic death notice two months before 
he died.
